Salaries proposed for the firemen 
are the same as now paid mail car- 
riers by the Atlanta postoffice. <A 
sliding scale of salaries is provided as 
follows: First-yéar men, 141.66; sec- 
ond year, $150; third year, $158.33; 
fourth year, $166.66 and after four 


years $175. A petition asking that. 


thé salary increase be referred to the 
people in an election was submitted 
to council. It was stated that more 
than ten per cent of the registered 
yoters had signed the petition asking 
for the election. 

Opponents Delay Move. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson 
ruled that the petition was an initia- 
tive measure and as such required ten 
per cent of registered voters and called 
for an election in 30 days. 

By referring the petition to the 
city clerk for checking a delay of two 
weeks was obtained by opponents of 
the measure. 

The city attorney ruled that council

“The ordinance was fmtroduced by 
Aliines Ji Allen Couch, who said 
he introduced it by request and would

The measure. provides that in case 
_ salaries of maif carriers are increased 
~ that salaries of firemen will be auto- 
- matically increased also. 

Officers’ Pay Basis. 

The basis of $175 a month is used 
in measure in ascertaining the 
amownt of salaries to be paid officers 
in the fire department. These ratios 
run from 6 per cent to 46 per cent in 
addition to the $175 basis. 

Petitions calling for the election 
were circulated recently by members 
of the fire department. 

When the list is checked the peti- 
tion will be brought before council 
agaia and under the law council will 
be required to order ‘the election pro- 
vided the required number of signa- 
tures are attached to the petition.

Body 66 Hours in Morgue 


Before It Was Identi-| 


fied as That of Famous 
Bandit. 


FLAGS LOWERED 
FOR DEAD OFFICER 

Muskegon, Mich., November 2.— 
(/)-——All during today great crowds 
gathered at the morgue where 
“Dutch” Anderson's body was 
taken. So great did the crowd 
become late in the afternoon that 
the police had to be summoned 
and the morgue was closed. 

At the same time, hundreds 
gathered to pgy respects to Ham- 
mond. Even before Mayor Lin- 
coln Estes issued a proclamation 
praising Hammond’s heroic deed, 
flags in the business section of the 
city were at half mast. Funds 
poured into the trust fund estab- 
lished for the detective’s family and 
+ a memorial for him. 


Muskegon, Mich., November 2.— 
George “Dutch” Anderson, ‘whose 
prodigious criminal activities made 
his name synonymous with crime the 
nation over, tried to pass off a coun- 
terfeit $20 bill here Saturday night 
and a few minutes later he. toppled 
over dead in an alley, with a chunk 
of lead in his heart from the revolver 
of a “small town cop.’’ 

It ‘was not until Monday that the 
police department of this town real- 
ized that one of their own men, De- 
tective Charles Hammond, had ended 
the career of a men si whom picked 


two years. Anderson's body lay in 
the little morgue here for more than 
66 hours before it was identified. 
Tried to Pass $20 Bill. 

Detective Hammond died without 
knowing what service he had perform- 
ed. Anderson attempted to pass off 
the counterfeit bill in the Colonial 
cafe for a box of chocolates. The pro- 
prietor accepted the bill and then ex- 
eined it with minute care. He beck- 
ned to Hammond, told him quickly 
of his suspicions, and the detective 
rushed out and down the street. 

The detective overtook Anderson a 
few blocks away from the cafe, and 
informed him that he was under ar- 
rest. Meekly enough, Anderson walk- 
ed along with him until they were 
in front of the city hall and only a 
short distance from the police station, 
he then whipped out his revolver and 
began to run. 

Misses First Shot. 

‘Hammond was close at his heels. 
Anderson fired twice, the bullets go- 
ing wild, one of them shattered a 
large plate glass window across the 
street. He then turned into an al- 
ley, with Hammond scarcely five feet 
behind. He fired again, the bullet 
penetrating Hammond's lung and 
liver.

50 feet into the air, he saw por- 
poises by thousands: until the air was 
thick with them. It was with diffi- 
culty that the ship with its open 
hatches weathered the tidal wave. 


Current Encountered. 


It then continued in the same direc- 
tion at 10 knots all night long. The 
next day his astronomical bearings 
confirmed radio compass readings of 
the entire night that the ship had 
drifted steadily astern, indicating that 
she had been heading into a current 
of about 12 knots. Bad weather came 
on and the Prometheus then went into 
Norfolk. 

It is the opinion of Captain Foley 
that the most logical explanation of 
the experience was that there is sub- 
marine voleanic action in that region 
raising the ocean floor in places and 
that. the tidal wave with porpoises 
blown high into the air | eee was 
due to voleanic action. he presence 
of so many porpoises would indicate, 
he said, that water there was shoal 
and was a breeding ground for the 
porpoises.

“The Prince of Bandits,” rolled over 
on the rough alley pavement, Ham- 
mond staggered to the wall of a build- 
ing. He sagged and fell in a heap, 
just as patrolman George Thompson 
came running to his aid. 

“Get him!’ cried Hammond, weakly. 
‘He got me.” 

Detective Lives Two Hours, 


Detective Hammond was removed 
a hospital where he died two hours 
ater. 

For a time it was believed that 
Hammond had killed Martin J. Dur- 
kin, the Chicago gunman who is be- 
ing sought for the murder of an offi- 
cer there. Monday morning, however, 
someone pointed out that the dead 
man resembled George “Dutch” An- 
derson, posture pictures of whom are 
sticking to the walls of the police sta- 
tions and postoffices throughout the 
country. : 

Identification was made later by 
comparing the finger prints of the 
slain’ man with those of Anderson. 
Later in the day secret service op- 
eratives, who knew Anderson, recog- 
nized the features as his. 


Burial in Potter’s Field. 


Anderson will be buried with little 
ceremony in a potter's field near here 
Wednesday, while on the other side 
of town the people of this community 
are paying an elaborate tribute to the 
memory of Detective Hammond. 

Although they bluffed and shot their 
way to freedom through some of the 
most daring detectives and police of- 
ficers of the big cities, it remained for 
two so-called “country cops” to end 
the spectacular careers of Chapman 
and his mentor. 

_ About a year ago policemen at Mun- 
cie, Ind., captured Chapman and start-| 
ed him along the road that led to a 
death cell in the shadow of a New 
England gallows. But unlike the un- 
fortunate Hammond, who didn’t even 
live to learn the man he had killed 
was the notorious “Dutch” Anderson, 
the Muncie policemen are still bask- 
ing in the glory and other rewards of 
their heroic act. 

Widew To Get Reward. 

Hammond's widow and four children 
will be given the numerous rewards 
that were offered for the capture of 
“Dutch,” federal authorities having 
waived any claims they might make as 
assistants in tracing him here. 

The wiry little Irishman, Gerald 
Chapman, and the older Anderson to- 
gether plotted the famous New York 
mail robbery and together they went 
to Atlanta federal penitentiary, 

_It was only about a year, however, 
before both bandits had escaped. 
Chapman was caught and brought 
back, only to be freed again by the 
outside assistance of his friend An- 
derson. 

The next thing that was heard of 
either of them was Chapman's cap- 
ture at Muncie, Ind., where he had 
been in hiding at the rural home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ben Hance. But the 
Hances, threatened by authorities 
who planned to press a liquor prose- 
cution against them, gave Chapman 
up to the police. : 

Hances Are Slain. 


Although they probably had no bet- 
ter alternative, the giving up of 
Gerald Chapman proved the undoing 
of the Hances. Chapman was con- 
victed of the murder of a New Brit- 
ain, Conn., policeman and sentenced 
to hang. A few months later, in Au- 
gust of this year, the wrong that had 
been done him by the Hances was 
avenged by Anderson, who came out 
of hiding long enough to kill them 
both as they drove along a deserted 
highway near their home. 

Before dying, Hance identified his 
slayers as Anderson and “One Arm” 
Wolfe a Muncie police character, who 
is held in Indiana as Anderson's ac- 
complice. : ; 

The Hance killings renewed and in- 
tensified the search for Anderson. 
During the last two months, police 
in all parts of the country have had 
reports that Anderson was hiding in 
their territory. He was suspected of 
numerous holdups and slayings, which 
seemed to have been executed in his 
own inimitable style. Often ‘they 
happened many miles apart and with- 
in a few hours of each other, but 
Anderson was always a suspect.

Of Ross Suicide 


Jackson, Tenn., November 2.—(#)— 
C. M. Atkinson, of St. Louis, general 
counsel for the International Life In- 
surance company, told Judge H. B. 
Anderson in United States district 
court here today that the insurance 
company, contesting He amas of a 
joint policy for $50,000, would pro- 
uce testimony tending to show that 
the late Judge J. W. Ross of the fed- 
eral district court, killed himself. 

Jadge Ross was drowned when the 
automobile in which he was riding 
July 9 last—less than 24 hours after 
an indictment was returned against 
him in connection with the failure of 
the Peoples’ Savings Bank of Jackson 
over an embankment into the 
‘orked Deer drainage canal near Jack- 
son. 

The insurance company contested 
payment of the policy, issued joint 
to Judge Ross, T. B. Carroll and J. 
L. Lamping, under a one-year con- 
testable clause on the contention that 
Judge Ross killed himself. 

e death of Judge Ross previously 
was attributed to an accident. No in- 
quest was held but physicians who 
examined the body declared his death 
was due to drowning and an affidavit 
given by his secretary declared that 
the steering gear of the automobile in 
which he was riding was out of repair 
which was advanced as a likely cause 
of the car plunging from the road into 
the creek. 

Mr. Atkinson indicated that this 
contention would be contested and that 
evidence would ve presented to show 
that the car was working well 10 min- 
utes before the tragedy occurred.

Valdosta, Ga., November 2.—(#/)— 
Valdosta is enjoying an.era of pros- 


this year, as compared with financial 
figures for 1024. 

Clearings of banking houses in‘Val- 
dosta during the week of October 21, 
1925, were-more than a half million 
dollars greater than the amount for 
the corresponding week of October, 22 
1924. This year’s figures, as an- 
nounced by the official report of the 
Valdosta Clearing House association, 
were $1,727,429, as compared with the 
1924 aggregate of $1,109,386, a gain 
over last year’s weekly amount of 
$618,043. 

Very substantial increases are also 
noted in both bank deposits and bank 
resources, the former being about 12 
per cent and the latter almost 20 per 
cent greater. The bank deposits have 
increased from $5,824,638.28 to $6,-

“By the use of insulin no sufferer 
from diabetes needs to have his life 
shortened by a single day. or his use- 
fulness in any way impairei.” ex- 
plained Dr. F. N. Starr, a Toronto 
surgeon, who read a paper on the 
suvject before the American College 
of Surgeons’ convention here. 

A new method is the sudden in- 


jection of large doses of iasulin into 
the blood in emergency cases when 
the patient is at the point of death. 

“I saw a man brought into a hos- 
pital in the coma of death so treat- 
ed and 24 hours later returned to 
see him sitting up in. bed reading 
the paper,” the su n recalled. 

Diabetes strikes all ages, and for- 
erly infants falling victim to it 
died within a period of months. In 
many cases, the tendency to the dis- 
ease also seems to be inherited. It 
is caused by a deficiency in the se- 
cretion of the pancreas gland into the 
blood, for which insulin, made of the 
extract of animal pancreas, serves as 
a substitute. 

Stery of Discovery. 

Dr. Starr recalled the story o: Dr. 
Banting’s discovery being attributed 
to the fondness he developed for the 
dog whose pancreas he had removed 
to experiment with extracts taken 
from it, which he then kept alive for 
nine months by feeding him with 
similar extracts and so learned their 
value. 

He stressed the enormous impor- 
tance of insulin in making the dia- 
betic, formerly considered 2 poor 
operative risk, safe for onerations. 
Now he may be safely prepared for 
an operation by adequate nourishment 
beforehand, possible through doses 
of insulin to keep the normal sugar 
level in the blood. He may be fur- 
ther dosed during and after’ the 
ope-ation, recent experience teach- 
ing that it is almost impossible to 
give overdoses of insulin, and his 
chances of recovery from whatever he 
is being operated on for, are as good 
as if he were not diabetic. 

In cases of over-dosage, where the 
sugar level drops too low, sweet choc- 
olates are the quickest restoratives. 
Dr. Banting always carries a pack- 
age of them in his pocket in cases 
of sudden need,” said Dr. Starr.

March 16. 

Screams of Woman in Distress. 

Under cross examination, the neigh- 
bor woman declared the screams were 


those of a woman in distress and that 
she was sure they came from the 
Stephenson garage. 

This story fits in perfectly with the 
statement alleged to have been given 
by Miss Oberholtzer shortly before her 
death. The statement, which has be- 
come a part of the record of the pres- 
ent triak says she was held at the 
garage after being returned from 
Hammond, Ind., where she had been 
taken by Stephenson and his aides. 

Previous to Mrs. Lowes’ story, Miss 
Beatrice Spratley, the nurse who at- 
tended Miss Oberholtzer at her home, 
gave a vivid description of the girl’s 
injuries resulting from the alleged as- 
sault. 

Given Dose of Morphine. 


“On cross-examination, however, she 
admitted that physicians had given 
the patient a dose of morphine shortly 
before taking from her the death bed 
statement, in which she accused the 
former klan leaders. This admission 
was seized upon as highly significant 
by defense attorneys, who hold that 
the dying statement was made under 
unnatural circumstances—that Miss 
Oberholtzer was forced to give it. 
™Miss Spratley testified that five 
specialists were called in to save Miss 
Oberholtzer from the deadly effects of 
poison she had swallowed while held 
by the defendants in a hotel at Ham- 
mond. 

Before returning to the testimony 
of witnesses who were with Miss Ober- 
holtzer in the last hours of her life, 
the state again called railroad em- 
ployees in an attempt to establish that 
Stephenson and his associates actually 
abducted her.

Yale University today was addressed 
by Dean Wilbur L. Cross, of Yale 
Graduate school, and Dean Carl B. 
Seashore, of the State University of 
Iowa. More than 60\delegates frdm 
leading institutions of) the country, 
including 14 uhiversity ‘presidents are 
attending the conference. which is 
chiefly concerned with the common 
problems of graduate schools. 
Dean Cross, speaking on “The 
Functions of the Graduate School,” 
said in part: 

“The tendency has been to take 
over into the graduate school the 
methods of the unJjergraduate ‘school ; 
to admit students from .n approved 
list of secondary schools, and thus 
treat them en masse. The time has 
come for a halt and a turn in another 
direction. We should revert to the 
old flexibility, no longer dealing with 
students en masse, but individually. 
There is -danger of - stress:.g too 
much the institution whence a student 
comes. A men who comes from a 
college rated as first class riay be no 
better qualified to undertake advanced 
work than a man from a college of a 
lower rating.”

Threats of Suicide, Murder 


:t. CONVERSATION WITH DEAD JUDGE RELATED ::: 


Revealed by Insurance Suit 


Jackson, Tenn,, November 2.~—-(/) 
T. G. Hughes, former director of the 
defunct People’s Saving bank of Jack- 


dj} son, testified in federal court here to- 


day that the late Judge J. W. Ross, 
of thé federal court for the west- 
ern district of Tennessee, told 
him that T. B. Carroll, former cash- 
ier of the bank, had suggested that 
he (Carroll) commit suicide. 
Hughes declared on the witness 
stand, during the trial of a suit of the 
International Life Insurance company 
against Carroll and James L. Lamp- 
ing to cancel a joint policy of $50,000 
on the lives of Judge Ross and the de- 
fendants, that Judge Ross told him he 
had informed Carroll that to take his 
own life would “avail nothing.” The 
insurance company seeks to have the 
poliey canceled on the grounds that 
Judge Ross took his ‘sen life. 
Judge Ross was also quoted by 
Hughes as having stated that Car- 
roll had diseussed with him the ad- 
visability of killing Lamping in or- 
der to collect the insurance. J. W. 
Vanden, president of the First Na- 
tional bank and formerly a director 
of: the People’s Savings bank, cor- 
roborated Hughes’ testimony. 
Relating that he was a member of 
a committee which called on Judge 
Ross prior to the failure of the Peo- 
ples bank, after discovery of an al- 
leged shortage of more than $300,000, 
for the purpose of demanding pay- 
ment on alleged unpaid drafts and 
checks amounting to approximately 
$32,000, Hughes said Judge Ross “ad- 
mitted being legally responsible for 
the money.” But he insisted he had 
not received the benefit of it, except 


to the amount of $1,900. Judge Ross 
stated that Carroll had cost him about 
$50,000 and that he had been “very 
foolish.” ; 

Attorneys for the insurance ¢om- 
pany laid stress on Hughes’ testimony. 
They contended that Judge Ross care- 


fully planned his death, so that it 
would appear to have been an acri- 
dent, so that debts he owed could be 
paid with the insurance money. 

R. A. Moore, a photographer, who 
visited the scene where Judge Koss 
was drowned in a canal near here sev- 
eral months ago, on the day following 
his indictment in connection with the 
failure of the local bank, _ testified 
that the tracks leading to the t 
where the automobile driyen by Judge 
Ross left the road before plunging 
into the water, showed no si which 
would indicate that the wheels had 
skidded... He said the rear wh had 
evidently followed the front wheels 
without swerving. 

Friends of Judge Ross have claimed 
that the steering gear on his automo- 
bile was faulty and that his death re- 
sulted from an accident.

SCIENTISTS SEEK 
NEW OBSERVATORY 
FOR WEATHER WORK 


Washington, November 2.—(/)— 
With new knowledge of the frozen 
north added te its store of informa- 
tion of truth the efforts of the recent: 
MacMillan Actic expedition, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society bas launch- 
ed a search for scientific data of quite 
another species . . . the study of 
the relationship between the heat of 
the sun and the weather. 

Dr. Charles G. Abbot, director of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s astro-phys- 
ical observatory, is now on his way 
to assist in choosing: an vation, 
as head of the society's solar radiation 
expedition in cooperation 
Smithsonian Institution. 

An ambitious program of long 
weather forecasting, based on a study 
of the sun’s ‘temperature, is the objee- 
tive of the present quest. Two solar 
radiation stations have been operated 
by the Smithsonian Institution for 
some years—one in the nitrate desert 
of Chile and the other on Mount 
Harqua Hala, Arizona. To permit 
further research into the connection 
between the sun’s heat and the weath- 
er, the society has donated $55,000 
to establish another station at some 
appropriate point in the eastern hemis- 
phere and expects that it will be 
ready to begin daily measurements 
next spring, continuing four years.

In the cotton market, the week suc- 
ceeding the issuance of a government 
crop estimate is now called “conva- 
lescent week.” 


the business of distributing cotton 


and their effect is coming to be felt, 


in the dry goods trade as well as in 
the market for the raw material. 

Therefore, it is gratifying to learn 
that some of he southern senators 
have announced that this crop guess- 
ing habit will be investigated. It is to 
be hoped that this announcement. is 
not a mere gesture, for. another year 
or two of the fortnightly estimates 
would result in killing the markets 
for cotton futures, and the experience 
of 1914, when the exchanges had to 
be closed and cotton went to 7 cents a 
pound, furnishes an example of what 
is likezy to happen when the trade is 
deprived of the hedging facilities that 
the future markets provide. 


Of the value of cotton and the 
course of prices in the near future, it, 
is difficult to speak with precision. 
The law of supply and demand has al- 
most ceased to function and most trad- 
ers are compelled to limit themselves

As this is written, there is a feeling 
that the inclement weathen prevalent 
in so many parts of the south has re- 
stricted ginning during the latter half 
of October and that the facile crop 
reporting board may thereby be led 
to reduce its next estimate slightly. If 
this theory proves to be correct, the 
present price level may turn out to 
be the irreducible minimum until the 
final estimate is published in Decem- 
ber and the trade is able to determine 
whether there will be any surplus of 
consequence available from this ycar’s 
crop.

delivery on contract has led to some 
selling of December by those who are 
known as “free riders.” in the parlance 
of the exchanges. But the rumpus 
raised over classification of the cotton 
that was certificated last season has 
made the official classers very careful, 
and the fear that any substantial 
amount of. unspinnable cotton may 
creep ‘into the certificated stocks is 
probably without warrant. 

Reports from abroad indicate an 
improvement in the textile industry 
there and the demand for American 
cotton has been somewhat quickened 
by the reduced estimates of the East 
Indian crop that have been cabled 
from Bombay. 


The dry goods trade in this country 
appears to be in a healthy condition, 
and if its animation were not sus- 
pended by the coma that precedes and 
the shock that follows the government 
estimates, the cotton manufacturers 
would have but little to complain of. 
As it is, merchants are compelled to 
folow a hand-to-mouth policy and 
many sales that might otherwise be 
made are not consummated. The re- 
sult is an appreciable diminution in 
the business passing, for it often 
happens that the deferred purchases 
are never made,
